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Response to Arguments 

1 . Examiner notes applicant's argument regarding the diffuser bar and its 
capability and functioning. It should be noted that applicant's argument about the 
"inner container" is moot since it was pointed out that the inner container reading 
on bore was figure 2 element 3 of Froeschke (US Patent No. 4,623,307), not the 
solid body denoted by element 40 in figure 2. 

2. Applicant contends that they claim a centering device coupled to an 
elongated body to be placed within bore of said diffuser bar. 

Examiner believes this to be anticipated by Froeschke 307's nozzle bar 
(Figure 2 Element 25a) that reads on diffuser bar and the groove (Figure 2 Element 
26) which reads on as a type of centering device and is attached to both the inner 
container (Col 1 Lines 46-49) and the nozzle bar both having an elongated body 
formed straight and disposed parallel to the axis of rotation (Col 1 Lines 46-47). 
The examiner argues that the structural limitations of the apparatus are met by the 
prior art. 

3. Applicant argues that Froeschke 307's technology is prone to clustering and 
agglomeration of flowable substance. 
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Examiner believes this argument is irrelevant because this is language not 
incorporated in the claims by the applicant and secondly it is interpreted as a 
secondary consideration typically used for remarks regarding a 103 rejection, 
which is not the case here. 

4. Examiner would respond further to the arguments had they pertained to 
information relevant to the claims at hand or had addressed correctly the 
information cited by the examiner in the previous office actions.
